Though Habitat officials 
would not reveal specifics 
about the file. Habitat 
spokeswoman Wanda Den- 
nelly-Lesjack insisted each

ing when broken rules pile 
up. 

“It’s not like if you break 
one little rule, you get 
kicked out,” Dennelly-Les- 
jack said. “It’s not about 
one or two little things, it’s 
a list of things that people 
break.”

Though she admits she has¬ 
n’t phoned Habitat to at¬ 
tempt a resolution, she 
says an appeal request she 
sent via email was ignored. 

“People make mistakes,” 
Schumaker said. “Some¬ 
times, people deserve a sec¬ 
ond chance. We deserve a 
second chance.”

DRUGS The Edmonton Po¬ 
lice Service seized over 
160 pounds of dried 
opium poppies in an 
undercover bust last 
Thursday, and revealed 
the spoils of their sting to 
the media yesterday. 

“We believe this is the 
largest opium poppy 
seizure in Alberta’s histo¬ 
ry,” said Greg Preston, act¬ 
ing inspector of the organ¬ 
ized crime branch. 

EPS received a tip last 
week that a package con¬ 
taining poppy heads was 
on its way. 

The police have charged 
both Ravi Mohan Jolly, 52, 
and his business, Neelka- 
mal Indian Groceiy & 
Movies Ltd., for possession 
with the purpose of 
trafficking. 

They confiscated over 
160 pounds of dried pop¬ 
py heads and 13 bags of 
powdered dried poppy 
heads.

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Livestock set 
to graze on 
public land 

AGRICULTURE Livestock pro¬ 
ducers who have been 
struggling with the lack of 
forage to feed their 
animals during the current 
dry conditions may be able 
to access Alberta’s public 
grazing lands. 

In response to a request 
from the Alberta Beef Pro¬ 
ducers, the province will 
provide haying and 
grazing opportunities by 
temporarily relaxing the 
Alberta government’s graz¬ 
ing subletting policy on 
public land. 

This will allow 
producers in areas hard hit 
by the diy conditions to 
work with other producers 
who hold agriculture leas¬ 
es on public land. If there 
is available forage to sup¬ 
port more animals on the 
leased or vacant public 
land, the department may 
approve applications for 
temporaiy replacement 
grazing opportunities. Due 
to the limited amount of 
public grazing land avail¬ 
able for these purposes, 
the government will 
review these requests on a 
case-by-case basis.

Unveiling a pair of mysteries 

Simple pleasure of zombies preferable to cryptic suburban fare

A great secret, like great 
art, is in the eye of the be¬ 
holder. And in the case of 
Mockingbird Close, some 
mysteries are best left un¬ 
solved, and maybe 
unwatched. 

That may be a little 
harsh given Trevor 
Schmidt’s pedigree as a lo¬ 
cal pla 5 ^right and direc¬ 
tor, but Mockingbird Close 
was a bit of a dead end, 
frankly. Not that the prem¬ 
ise didn’t sound intriguing. 
Hank (Cody Porter) and Iris 
(Tiana Leonty) are a couple

isolated in their own 
neighbourhood, searching 
for their lost son while un¬ 
covering some ugly truths 
about the people they’ve 
otherwise managed to 
avoid. Thematically, it 
plays a bit like Mad Men 
meets the underrated Tom 
Hanks comedy The Burbs. 

Performance-wise, Porter 
and Leonty do decent 
work, but much of their di¬ 
alogue is exposition byway 
of monologue so there isn’t 


much chemistiy to be had. 
Their marriage may be dys¬ 
functional, but because 
they’re drawn more as ar- 
chet 5 q)es it’s hard to draw 
much of a connection to 
them as characters. 

When they do set out in¬ 
to the neighbourhood to 
find their son, the neigh¬ 
bours feel more like 
cliched red herrings and 
the finale’s big reveal is 
more of a ponderous head- 
scratcher. Ultimately, 
Mockingbird Close is too 
ciyptic for its own good. 

Simpler pleasures are to 
be had with For the Love of 
a Zombie. Granted, you can 
telegraph the play’s mys- 
teiy after just a few min¬ 
utes, but it doesn’t make 
the proceedings any less in¬ 
teresting — or less fun. 


Beyond the scares and 
gore, zombie movies have 
traditionally been fertile 
ground for social commen- 
taiy, whether it’s George A. 
Romero’s original Dawn of 
the Dead or the comedic 
Shawn of the Dead. In the 
instance of For the Love of 
a Zombie, the play seems 
predicated simply on any 
and every opportunity to 
pillage the dead for cheap 
laughs. 

Oh, there’s a plot all 
right. Earnest drifter takes 
a job as a farmhand in 
southern Alberta only to 
discover secrets buried in 
the field. A zombie attack 
ensues, their taste for flesh 
outdone only by the 
script’s penchant for one- 
liners. Sure, a horny zom¬ 
bie who refers to himself 


as “a stiff’’ is hardly deep, 
but it got the job done. 

If the play has one short¬ 
coming, it’s that it may de¬ 
pend a little too heavily on 
its multimedia component 
— roughly half the play is 
a film of the same charac¬ 
ters projected onto a 
screen. However, it’s a mi¬ 
nor quibble in what is an 
otherwise amusing romp.

Family of man missing in river seeks closure, information

The family of a missing 
Devon man pulled away 
by the currents of the 
North Saskatchewan River 
is looking for closure. 

Thirty-one-year-old 
Derek Gene Soosay, from 


Samson Cree First Nation, 
disappeared over two 
weeks ago when he took a 
swim in the river. He wad¬ 
ed into the water from 
the Devon Bridge Boat 
Launch around 1:30 a.m. 
on Aug. 2 and was swept 
away by the powerful cur¬ 
rent. 

Soosay’s common-law 


wife, Penny, who didn’t re¬ 
veal her last name, saw it 
all happen. 

“He started hollering for 
help,” she said. “When we 
couldn’t see him at all, we 
thought he’d just swam 
ashore.” 

Within five minutes, the 
group called 9-1-1. Police 
immediately began a 


ground, air and water 
search. So far nothing has 
been found. 

“It’s veiy hard. I ciy my¬ 
self to sleep all the time,” 
said Penny. “Eveiy time I 
go to sleep I see that last 
image and think, maybe I 
should’ve gone in.” 

The boat launch where 
Soosay went missing was a 


spot he knew well, accord¬ 
ing to Penny. 

“He would take the kids 
down there pretty much 
eveiy day. They’d park and 
go swimming,” said Penny. 
“We all spent a lot of time 
down there in the sum¬ 
mers.” 

The most difficult part, 
she said, is the uncertainty. 


Soosay’s family is asking 
for the public’s help in 
finding him. According to 
police, he was last seen 
wearing blue jeans, a black 
leather jacket, a white, 
long-sleeved shirt and 
white running shoes.

Harper dined on seal ribs 
and liver in Iqaluit, where 
hunting seals for survival 
and trade is a traditional 
part of the native way of 
life. 

Animals rights activists, 
especially in Europe, are 
trying to shut down Cana¬ 
da’s seal-hunting industry, 
and the European Union 
voted this year to impose a 
trade ban on seal products. 

Canada has vowed to 
fight the trade sanctions, 
sajdng that claims that seal 
hunters abuse the animals 
in the process of hunting 
them are false and that 
criticism of the industry is

inflamed by emotion, not 
scientific facts.

Harper’s lunch was not 
observed by reporters, and 
his staff did not immedi¬ 
ately know what he 
thought of the taste of seal 
meat, which was both raw 
and boiled. reuters 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper launched a tour to 
assert Canada's Arctic sov¬ 
ereignty claims yesterday, 
saying the government 
was not ignoring the vast 
but sparsely populated re¬ 
gion's economic and social 
ills. 

Harper pledged that a re¬ 
cently announced econom¬ 
ic development agency for 
the Far North would be 
headquartered in Iqaluit, 
the capital of the Nunavut 
territoiy, not in the far 
away federal capital of Ot¬ 
tawa. 

“Obviously, our sover¬ 
eignty is far greatly en¬ 
hanced if we have thriving 
indigenous communities, 
healthy communities, 
throughout the territory,” 
Harper told an audience in 
Iqaluit, an isolated com¬ 


munity of about 7,250 on 
Baffin Island. 

It was the first in a series 
of announcements Harper 


is expected to make in a 
cross-country week-long 
tour to promote Canada’s 
claims in the Arctic, some 


of which have been chal¬ 
lenged by other countries, 
included the United States.

Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu’s right-leaning 
government took office five 
months ago. Netanyahu has 
rebuffed Obama’s push for a 
complete freeze, creating 


the most serious rift in U.S.- 
Israeli relations in a decade. 

“There has been move¬ 
ment in the right direction,” 
Obama said when asked 
about the latest devel¬ 
opment after talks 
with Egyptian Presi¬ 
dent Hosni Mubarak 
at the White House. 

The two leaders, 
meeting for the third 
time in as many 
months, talked about 
Obama how to jump-start the 
stalled Middle East 
peace process, a top foreign 
policy priority for Obama. 

It was Mubarak’s first visit 
to the United States since

t’s one thing for a con¬ 
tending team to be 
pressed up against the 
cap ceiling, but quite 
another for a middling 
squad to be shackled by fi¬ 
nancial restraints. 

Teams such as the 
Philadelphia Flyers, Boston 
Bruins, San Jose Sharks, De¬ 
troit Red Wings, Washing¬ 
ton Capitals, Calgary 
Flames, Pittsburgh Pen¬ 
guins and Chicago Black- 
hawks can take a win-now- 
and-wony-about-the-future- 
later attitude because 
they are all rational 
Cup contenders. 

Fans will forgive seri¬ 
al shedding of salary 
in the wake of a 
championship high. 

Clubs like the Edmonton 
Oilers, however, don’t look 
good now and, thanks to 
roster mismanagement, 
don’t look good for the fu¬ 
ture, either. 

With little changed from 
a roster that finished six 
points outside the Western 
Conference playoff picture 
last season, I think The 
Hockey News prediction of 
an llth-place finish in 2009- 
10 is a fair assessment. 

Edmonton’s new co¬ 
coaching committee of Pat 
Quiim and Tom Renney will 
give the yoimg Oilers prop¬ 
er offensive freedom and 
defensive structure, which 
can’t help but improve 
their chances in the ultra- 
competitive West, but that’s 
where my ability to gush 
over the Oil ends. 

This team lacks a game- 
breaker (perhaps if Ales 
Hemsky learned to shoot 
the puck he could develop 
into one) both up front and 



on the back end — and has 
questions concerning 
depth, especially amongst 
its forward corps. 

Uncertainty abounds in 
the crease as well. Nikolai 
Khabibulin had a bounce- 
back season in Chicago, but 
it was a contract year and 
he was less than spectacular 
in the playoffs when it mat¬ 
tered most. 

Most troubling, though, is 
Edmonton’s lack of wiggle 
room to do an54:hing about 
their issues. 

After signing Ladislav 
Smid to a two-year deal 
worth $1.3 million per sea¬ 
son last Wednesday, the Oil¬ 
ers are left with a little 
more than a million dollars 
worth of cap room. 

Edmonton’s prob¬ 
lems are exacerbated 
by the Gibraltar 
Rock-esque immov¬ 
ability of almost 
eveiyone on the roster. 
Is there a GM outside of 
Manhattan willing to take 
on Shawn Horcoff’s $5.5 
million annual cap hit? 
Dustin Penner’s $4.25? 
Lubomir Visnovsky’s $5.6? 

Of course, everything 
could go right for the Oilers 
— Hemsky could live up to 
his 100-point potential, Hor- 
cofiF could become a point-a- 
game player, Khabibulin 
could be a wall in goal, the 
young forwards could all 
flourish under Quinn’s tute¬ 
lage, the ‘D’ could round in¬ 
to one of the league’s best 
puck-moving units, and 
Magnus Paajarvi-Svensson 
could win the Calder. 

But even if all those fac¬ 
tors come up roses, is the 
City of Champions still any¬ 
where near the West’s up¬ 
per tier? In salaiy only.

You know how bad the 
economy is these days, so 
you don’t want to read 
about it again. However, 
depending on your educa¬ 
tion and employment 
potential, these horror sto¬ 
ries may merely be myths. 

A recent report released 
by Catalyst, an internation¬ 
al organization focused on 
working with businesses to 
create inclusive workplaces, 
indicates that over 50 per 
cent of “high potential” em¬ 
ployees were actually able 
to advance their careers in 
this recessionaiy period. 
The data found that these 
people remained employ¬ 
able, mobile and in high de¬ 
mand from various employ¬ 
ers around the world. 

“The report showed us 
that there are a number of 
myths surrounding the cur¬ 
rent economic crisis,” said 
Deborah Gillis, North Amer¬ 
ican vice-president of Cata¬ 
lyst. “Top-level employees. 


for the most part, are still 
hireable and mobile.” 

The numbers were 
reached by analyzing infor¬ 
mation collected from over 
800 MBA alumni from 26 
leading business schools 
spanning across continents 
— including Asia, Europe 
and North America. The re¬ 
sponding alumni graduated 
between 1996 and 2007. 

In fact, the research 
shows that only 10 per cent 
of respondents reported los¬ 
ing their jobs due to down¬ 
sizing or closure. 

Of that 10 per cent, how¬ 
ever, women executives 


were three-times more like¬ 
ly to lose their jobs than 
their male counterparts. 
While six per cent of male 
senior employees lost their 
jobs because of downsizing, 
a substantial 19 per cent of 
high-ranking women em¬ 
ployees suffered the same 
fate. 

Gillis explains that be¬ 
cause of a lack of mentors, 
role models, connections 
and networks, women are 
more likely than men to be 
laid off. This is because 
men, who have traditional¬ 
ly outnumbered women in 
senior positions, have estab¬ 


lished networks to keep 
them on board. 

“Decisions need to be 
made to fix the barriers 
women face,” she said. 
“Networks need to be put in 
place for women to acquire 
role models and mentors so 
they can advance within 
their organizations.” 

Based on this, it appears 
that as more women ac¬ 
quire senior positions, these 
networks will be created 
and strengthened. 

The data in the report is 
focused on the time period 
between November 2007 
and June 2009. 


No court case for mental distress

M ental suffer¬ 
ing at work 
may be real 
— but that 
doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily amount to a success¬ 
ful lawsuit. 

Having just been denied a 
promotion at work, Maria 
Amaral was crestfallen. As 
an employee of the Canadi¬ 
an Musical Reproduction 
Rights Agency for 23 years, 
Amaral thought that she 
should have been promoted 
to manager. But her boss, 
Caroline Rioux, thought 
otherwise. Shortly after the 
failed promotion attempt, 
Amaral refused to write a 
letter when Rioux directed 
her to. She was disciplined. 
Dejected, she let her atten¬ 
dance and performance 


dwindle. Rioux continued 
to warn Amaral, and even¬ 
tually the agency relieved 
her of some of her duties. 
But Amaral’s absenteeism 
and performance worsened. 
The agency placed Amaral 
on probation and planned 
for her eventual dismissal. 

Two days later, Amaral 
suffered a serious mental 
breakdown, believing the 
agency wanted her to leave, 
and never returned to work. 
Her next contact with the 
agency was through her 
lawyer, suing the agency, its 
president, vice-president 
and her boss, Rioux, for the 
considerable damages flow¬ 
ing from her breakdown, 
claiming that they deliber¬ 
ately or negligently inflicted 
mental suffering on her. 

Finding that the agency 
and its employees were not 
responsible for Amaral’s 
breakdown. Justice Ruth 
Mesbur concluded that no 
one could have foreseen 
Amaral’s reaction. More im¬ 
portantly, however, the 
court confirmed that the 
threshold to find employers 


liable for psychiatric dam¬ 
age suffered by employees 
is significant: The employ¬ 
er’s conduct must be ex¬ 
treme, flagrant or outra¬ 
geous and calculated to de¬ 
liberately impose harm. Re¬ 
cently, the Ontario Coiut of 
Appeal agreed — dismissing 
Amaral’s appeal. 

Following several high- 
profile Canadian judg¬ 
ments for harassment and 
mental suffering, employ¬ 
ees’ lawyers have been 
adding zeros to their prece¬ 
dents, claiming perceived 
mistreatment equates to a 
significant lawsuit. But 
workplace law doesn’t pro¬ 
vide compensation for any 
stress suffered by employ¬ 
ees at the hands of their 
employer — the conduct 
complained of must be ob¬ 
jectively intolerable in the 
eyes of the judge, not just 
the plaintiff. 

Employees should follow 
these lessons: 

• Management may be 
demanding, unsjanpathetic 
or even insensitive, but that 


alone does not afford em¬ 
ployees the right to launch 
a considerable lawsuit or 
render 

the company liable for 
inflicting mental distress. 
Even had Amaral’s 
allegations been proven, 
they were not sufficiently 
offensive to merit 
the damage award she 
sought. 

• There is not a legal rem¬ 
edy for eveiy case of work¬ 
place distress. The unfortu¬ 
nate counsel I sometimes 
provide is to seek another 
job rather than remain pro¬ 
foundly unhappy with the 
current conditions.

When a company debuts 
a new model, it 
sometimes brings along 
competitors’ models for 
journalists to drive back- 
to-back. No one brings 
one that outshines the 
new model, so when GM 
introduced the all-new 
2010 Chevrolet Equinox 
and rolled out a Toyota 
RAV4 and Honda CR-V for 
comparison, everyone 
took notice. 

The verdict: This new 
Equinox gives GM the abili¬ 
ty to stand solidly head-to- 
head in the crowded com¬ 
pact SUV market against its 
domestic and imported op¬ 
ponents. 

Also trimmed and badged 
as the GMC Terrain, the 
Equinox is built in Ingersoll, 
Ont. 

The previous Equinox 
came only with a choice of 
two V6 engines, but for 
2010, there are two new 
powerplants: a 2.4-litre four- 
cylinder or 3.0-litre V6, both 
with direct injection and 
mated to six-speed automat¬ 
ic transmissions. 

Both can be ordered in 
ff ont-wheel-drive or with an 
all-wheel system that pri¬ 
marily runs the front 
wheels, but sends power to 
the rear if necessary. At a 
combined rating of 7.8 
L/lOO km, GM says the four- 
cylinder is class-leading for 
fuel economy. 

The four-cylinder starts 
at $25,995 and runs to 
$33,460. The V6 is an ex¬ 
tra $1,725 and only comes 
with 18-inch wheels 
priced at $325, so it’s an 
extra $2,050 on each mod¬ 
el. 

Those who need the V6’s 
stronger towing capacity 
(1,500 lbs for the four; 
3,500 lbs for the six) will 
probably step up, but for al¬ 
most all other driving con¬ 
ditions, the 182-horsepow¬ 
er four-cylinder works well 


enough that the bigger en¬ 
gine’s 264 horses are 
overkill. 

GM has also wisely made 
the four-cylinder available 
in all trim lines, so you 
don’t need to order the V6 if 
you want the top-line LTZ’s 
toys. 

Most impressive is how 
quiet it is. 

It’s been sound-dead¬ 
ened and sealed to within 
an inch of its life, but since 
smaller engines are inher¬ 
ently louder, the four- 
cylinder model adds an ex¬ 
tra trick: Two cabin- 
mounted sensors that 
monitor interior sound 
and then, when necessary.

send a wave from the sub¬ 
woofer to offset any noise. 

It’s similar to the way 
noise-cancelling head¬ 
phones work, and it allows

That’s why 
some feel hybrids, will be 
veiy popular and necessaiy 
until we transition to an 
electrical future. They don’t 
need that expensive infra¬ 
structure we talked about. 

But surprisingly, govern¬ 
ments here and around the 
world seem willing to in¬ 
vest in electrical infrastruc¬ 
ture. California and Israel 
are well on their way, and 
there are big projects 
planned for Arizona and 
Oregon. 

I think this is because 


they see it as more of their 
purvey, like garbage collec¬ 
tion and the water supply. 
To them, hydrogen is just 
another fuel; so let the fuel 
companies woriy about 
that. 

Ontario recently initiated 
some incentives so that one 
out of eveiy 20 vehicles 
driven in the province 
might be electrically-pow¬ 
ered by 2020. 

As usual, the automak¬ 
ers are not totally on 
board. They’re leery about 
putting all their expensive 
R&D eggs in one basket, 
lest some other technology 
comes along and blows 
them out of the water. 

For instance, someone 
might finally figure out 
how to capture all that 
methane produced by cattle 
flatulence. If that happens 
and all you’re building is 
electrical motors, well, that 
would be a bummer.

Floating, cocktail drink in 
hand, in the pool of a five- 
star hotel in Cuba, Alexis 
basks in a holiday experi¬ 
ence that for years was out 
of reach for him in his own 
homeland. 

The pastel-colored hotel 
buildings, the well-ordered 
gardens, the turquoise wa¬ 
ters and the perpetually 
smiling waiters — all just 
140 kilometres east of his 
home in Havana. So near, 
and yet for many years, so 
far away. 

Until last year, Cuba’s 
communist government 
prevented its citizens from 
entering hotels reserved for 
hard currency-pa 5 dng for¬ 
eign tourists. It argued that 
tourism was a strategic rev¬ 
enue sector and that widen¬ 
ing access would create in¬ 
equalities in a socialist soci¬ 
ety, where most earn incon¬ 
vertible Cuban pesos. 

The tourist hotels, whose 
services, shops and restau¬ 
rants are a world away 
from the hardships and 
shortages experienced by 
most Cubans, remained 
largely out of bounds for or- 
dinaiy citizens. This prohi¬ 
bition angered most 


Cubans, who considered it 
made them second-class cit¬ 
izens in their own home¬ 
land. 

But when President Raul 
Castro took over from his 
ailing older brother Fidel 


Castro last year, one of his 
first acts was to end the ban 
and open all facilities to 
Cubans. The change was 
widely popular even 
though most islanders still 
can not afford to stay at the 


o tourist hotels, 
j “Let me tell you, this is 
I great,” said Alexis, an em- 
S ployee of a state-run Ha- 
g vana hard currency store 
g who declined to give his 
full name, as his girlfriend 
returned from the bar with 
more mojitos. 

In the years immediately 
following the 1959 revolu¬ 
tion, Cuban workers were 
allowed into the island’s 
top resorts, yet the need to 
earn much-needed hard 
currency led to the develop¬ 
ment again of a more exclu¬ 
sive foreign tourism sector, 
especially over the last 15 
years. 

But the global financial 
crisis has taken a big bite 
out of Cuba’s international 
tourism, so the Cuban trav¬ 
el industiy, seeking to 
boost occupation in half- 
empty hotels, has begun of¬ 
fering reduced-price pack¬ 
age deals to Cubans. 

At $70 a night for an all- 
inclusive hotel in Varadero, 
Cuba’s top beach resort, 
prices are well below what 
foreigners pay, but still out 
of reach for most Cubans 
struggling to make ends 
meet on state salaries that 


average less than $20 a 
month. 

The new Cuban internal 
tourists are professionals, 
technicians working for 
foreign joint ventures and 
people receiving dollar re¬ 
mittances from relatives 
living abroad. 


“Before a foreigner would 
ask us about Varadero and 
we did not know what to 
say,” recalls Roberto Garcia, 
a 43-year-old engineer who 
arrived from Havana with 
his family of six. “Now, if 
you have the money, you 
can do it.” reuters

Resort offers $19 US 
"survivor’ package 


For their one-and-only 
family getaway this year, 
the Billingtons checked in 
to an upscale San Diego 
resort on Sunday with 
many of the usual 
vacation accessories — 
bathing suits, board 
games and golf clubs. 

But they also brought 
flashlights, sleeping bags 
and an inflatable mattress 
because the pool-side room 
they booked for just $19 
US comes with a tent 
where the beds normally 
would be. They even had to 
pack their own toilet pa¬ 
per. 

While many of Southern 
Galifornia’s luxuiy hotels 
are battling a severe slump 
in business by offering ex¬ 
tra services and more 
amenities, the Rancho 
Bernardo Inn is luring 
guests with the exact oppo¬ 
site — no frills and barely 
any basics. 

Called the survivor pack¬ 
age, the hotel’s deeply dis¬ 
counted promotion lets pa¬ 
trons trim its standard 
$219-per-night rate on a 
sliding scale of depriva¬ 
tion, lowering charges 
with each amenity 


stripped from the room. 

The most basic version: a 
room for $19 with no bed, 
toilet paper, towels, air- 
conditioning or “honour 
bar,” and only a single 
light bulb in the bathroom 
for safety. The next level 
up adds in a bed — sans 
sheets — for $39 a night. 
For a bed plus toiletries 
and toilet paper, the rate is 
$59. 

Maureen Carew, assis¬ 
tant general manager of 
the four-star inn, called the 
promotion “clever market¬ 
ing in a downtime.” 

Herman Billington, 39, a 
personal trainer who owns 
his own business, says it’s 
the only vacation he, his 
wife and their two sons, 
aged 9 and 10, plan to take 
this year as they concen¬ 
trate on “keeping it lean.” 

“The boys get to feel like 
they’re camping, and I get 
to go to the spa,” said their 
mother. Erica Billington, 
37. 

Rancho Bernardo’s pro¬ 
motion drew more than 
420 reservations, including 
240 bookings at the $19 
rate and 116 at the $39 
rate, Carew said. reuters

Roth taps rage, anger 

Plays murderous soldier in Tarantino's Inglourious Basterds

As a terrified Nazi PoW 
kneels on the ground at 
gunpoint in front of a 
black, cavernous tunnel, a 
steady, rhythmic clanging 
sound of metal hitting 
brick begins filling the air. 
Suddenly a figure explodes 
outwards, a muscled brute 
wielding an aluminum 
baseball bat, swinging 
wildly for anything wear¬ 
ing a swastika. 

The SS know him as “The 
Bear Jew.” But we know 
him better as Eli Roth. 

Roth is the outspoken 
writer/director behind such 
modem grindhouse hits as 
Cabin Fever, Hostel and its 
even bloodier sequel. But 


it’s here, in Quentin Taran¬ 
tino’s latest film Inglouri¬ 
ous Basterds, where Roth 
gets to fiex his acting 
chops. He plays Sgt. Donny 
Donowitz — a.k.a. The Bear 
Jew — an angry, brain¬ 
bashing member of 
the titular band of 
merry Jewish- 
American Nazi 
hunters. 

“When Quentin 
asked me to do this, 

I knew I had to make 
The Bear believable,” says 
Roth of his first prominent 
acting gig (though he did 
have a credited role in 
Tarantino’s 2007 effort 
Death Proof). “I put on 40 
pounds of muscle. I wanted 
you to look at this guy and 
see all this murderous rage 
and pain and anger.” 


Inglourious Basterds is a 
pulp fantasy, following the 
exploits of various charac¬ 
ters and their attempts to 
murder as many followers 
of the Third Reich as pos¬ 
sible, including 
the Fuehrer 
himself It 
madly shifts 
gears between 
muted charac¬ 
ter drama, car- 
toonish, goiy ac¬ 
tion blowout and 
stylized spaghetti 
western and audiences 
who pre-screened the 
rough cut of the film at 
Cannes were either left 
mystified or completely en¬ 
raptured. 

But as Roth explains, the 
polarized reaction is typi¬ 
cal of Tarantino’s work. 


“Pulp Fiction took gener¬ 
al audiences three viewings 
to get it,” he says. “At first 
they said it was morally 
reprehensible. The second 
time, it had its moments. 
The third time they 
claimed it a masterpiece. 

“With Kill Bill Part One, 
some mourned the lack of 
great dialogue and said 
there was too much action. 
With Kill Bill 2 the same 
people said there was too 
much dialogue and not 
enough action. But with 
Basterds, I really think 
Quentin has made a land¬ 
mark film. 

“There are at least three 
scenes in it that students 
will be reading in acting 
class and really, you can’t 
sell it in a 30 second TV 
spot. It’s an experience.”
